We learn that the Greensboro Gift 
Conveert was postponed on yesterday 
fora few days on account of not re- 
eeiving returns from: the far South, 
probably eaused by the interruptions 
eftravei by a change of gatige on the 
North Carolina Railroad. 

A delegation of 10 negro conviels 
arrived in this city vesterday after- 
noon, sent up from Colunibus cotun- 
ty, and were safely delivered at the 
Penitentiary. Three for ten, thiee 
for five, three for three, and one for 
two years. Judge Kerr was the pre- 
siding Judge. 

tepresentative Mendenhall, — of 
Cinilford, on leave of absence, had to 
walk from his home, Jamestown, to 
(ireensboro, Tuesday night, in order 
to take the train for this city, there 
being no train on that portion of the 
North Carolina Road, caused by the 
change of gauge. 


Pending the consideration of the 
onminibus liquor bill in the Senate 
yesterday, Mr. Cashwell introduced 
the following amendment: “ That 
the sail of all liquors, Vjixcept pot 
liquors, be prohibited, Either by sail 
or use, onley wher the majoriety of 
the people Express it by ther popler 
yete inany township Town villedge 
or county.” 


At a meeting of the Roard of Trade 
for this city, held on yesterday, 
Robert W. Belo, Esq., was elected 
Weigher of Cotton, subject to 
confirmation by the Grange, for the 
ensuing year, commencing in April 
next. The Grange nominates the 
other weigher, which has to be sane- 
tioned by the Board of Trade. ‘There 
are only to be two weighers hereafter. 


We learn that ata public meeting 
heid at Chatham Court on Tuesday 
Messrs. Moring and Hanner, the 
Representatives from that county, 
were instructed to vote for the Con- 
vention bill to be considered in the 
House today. The same meeting 
commended the course pursued by 
Senator Albright, who was pledged 
to his constituents to vote against 
the measure. 

Gurinformation was incorrect in 
yesterdzy’s paper to the effect that 
the change of gauge had been com- 
pleted from Greensboro to Charlotte, 
On yesterday the remaining portion 
of the unchanged track had to be 
spiked down between Thomasville 
and Jamestowa. The train probably 
went throu_h last night. There has 
-been a compiete blockade of freight 
and passengers for several days at

INTERESTING Deciston.—As_ the 
subject of the liability of common 
earriers and the right to restrict such 
linbility by circumstances, is an in- 
teresting one to the Bar, we pubtish 
the following opinion, rendered by 
Chief Justice Pearson : 


Lee vs. Raleigh & Gaston Railroad 

Company : 

The instructions assume the spe- 
cial contraet which the defendant of- 
fered to prove. We agree with his 
honorin the opinion that the legal 
effect of this special contract was to 
discharge the defendant from liabili- 
ty as insurer in its character of a 
common e¢arrier, and to leave it res- 
ponsible only for ordinary neglect as 
a carrier for hire, (we suppose his 
honor to mean when he uses the 
words “unpaid bailiee,” a carrier, 
who is not paid asa ‘common car- 
rier.’ Indeed, we ineline to the 
opinion, that without a special con- 
tract, the law does not hold a 
common earrier liable as insuree 


against the accidents  secruing 
from the “known habits of 
animals. Common sense as well as 


the law makes a dislinetion between 
the Hability of a common carrier in 
respect to his steeck and dead ‘hings ; 
the one does not move, but remains 
where itis put; the other may kiek 
and bite and lic Gown and cause gen- 
eral disturbance, whereby some may 
be injured or pushed out of the ear, 
(as seems to have been done in cur 
ease,) so it would seem his stock 
should occupy a middle ground be- 
tween dead freight, merchandise, 
&e., and passengers, who have in- 
stinets of self-preservation and intel- 
ligenee superior to his stock. The 
ease, however, does not call for a dis- 
cussion of this subject. 

Upon the question of  negli- 
gence, which is the only point in 
our ease, the instructions assume 
the facts to be, when the horses and 
mules were putin the cars at Raleigh, 
two horses and two mules were put 
in one ear and thirteen horses in 
another ear, 7his division being 
made by order of plaintij7’s agent.” 
The agent anda servant wenton the 
train to attend totheanimals. After 
the thirteen horses were put in the 
ear and properly eared for, ‘the 
proper agent of the defendants order- 
ed one of defendant’s servants to lock 
the door; and as the servant was 
proceeding to do so, the agent of the 
plaintiff told him not to do so, as 
some one would ride in the car with 
the horsis; the servant thereupon 
closed the door but did not lock it.”’ 


No one, in faet, rode in the ear, but. 


a servant of the plaintiff did ride in 
the car in which the two horses and 
mules Were put. 

Upon this state of facts his Honor 
hela the defendant liable, by reason 
ofa failure on the part of tho conduc- 
tor to have the door of the car prop- 
erly fastened. 

We do not coneur in this legal 
inference. Certainly it would be 
negligence on the partof a conductor 
if, afier seeing the horses put ina 
var, he should fail to see that the 
door was properly fastened, in the 
absence of any facts by way of ex- 
planation; but we have facets by way 
of explanation, to wit: The con- 
ductor ordered one of his” ser- 
vants to “ieck the door.’? This 
Was prevented by an order of the 
agent of the plaintiff not to do so. If 
the matter had stopped hereit might 
have been the duty of the conductor 
to have advised the agent of the 
plaintiffthat it was imprudent to 
leave the door of the car unfastencd ; 
just as it would be his duty to advise 
a passenger that it wus dangerous to 
jump oif the train white in motion. 
Such adyice would be prompted, if 
not by ordinary care for a passenger, 
at least by ordinary charity towards 
one who was about to put himself 
inte danger. But the matter did not 
stop there, for theagent of the plain- 
tiit goes on to give his reason for not 
having the door locked, to wit: “Some 
one will ride in the ears with the 
horses,’”’ thus in effect saying to the 
conductor [know as well as you do 
thatthe door ought to be fastened, 
but I will have aservant there to at- 
tend to if,” after this pre-emptlory 
countermand of his order by one 
having the control and management 
of the plaintiff's stock. The conduc- 
tor was guilty of no negtisence in 
leaving the mmatterin his hands, and 
the negligence not “eontributory 
in toto,was upon the plaintiffsagent, 
In was his duty to have puta servant 
in the car to attend to the horses, or 
ifhe changed bis mind ‘n regard to 
it, to ave notified the conductor aud 
requested him to have the door locked 
before the train started.

PEARSON, 
SUPREME To 
following extract 


from adecision ofthe Supreme Court, 
rendered at this term, will doubtless 
be of interest to the Bar: 

Reape, J-—‘ is however proper 
that we should repeat here what we 
said in Watson vs Dodd at this term, 
that unless we have clearly mistaken 
some important fact or overlooked 
some express or weighty authority, 
we must adhere to our decision. We 
consider every case with care, and 
dezide nothing at a venture. And 
notwithstanding the adverse opinion 
of able, but anxious counsel, sup- 
ported by the accommodating certifi- 
cate of two amiable gentlemen, whose 
investigation was probably superfi- 
cial, that our decision is ‘* plainly 
erroneous,’ it must be taken as con- 
clusive, unless error appears plainly 
tous. We have again carefully con- 
sidered the case and we adhere to our

AN ACTIN RELATION TO CHANG- 
ING GAUGES OF RAILROADS.—The 
following is the bill which passed 
both Houses: of the Legislature 
Monday in relation to the change of 
gauge of the North Carolina Kail- 
road 

WHEREAS, by acts of the Gendral 
Assembly of North Carolina both 
the Atlantic and North Carolina 
Railroad and Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad were compelled to adopt 
the gauge of the North Carolina 
Railroad, 4 feet 8} inehes; and 
whereas any change of gauge of gai 
North Carotina Railroa 
ously injure the two railroads 
mentioned, as well as all other rail- 
roads of the same gauge conneching 
withthem; and whereas 4 feet 8} 
inches has been adopted generally as

the North Carolina gauge; there-. 


fore, 


SECTION 1. Zhe General Assembly 


of North Carolina do enact, That 
no railroad now in this State with 
the gauge of 8 feet 43 inches shall 
change the same, and all railroads 
hereafter constructed in this State 
shall have the same gauge, 4 feet 84 
inches, 
See. 2. The penalty for constrhet- 
ing or changing the gauge of any 


railroad to the | 


the preceding section shall be $50 per 
day per mile for every day such rail- 
road is in use, and in addition thereto 
the President and Directors, Seere- 


tary and Treasurer, or any officer, 


servant or employee shall be guilty 
of 2 misdemeanor, and shall be fined 
not less than $500 nor more than 
$1,600, and imprisoned not iess than 
three nor more than six monilis; 
and itshall be the duty of the Gov- 
ernor of this Siate to cause to be in- 
stituted proceedings for 
the recovery of such penalty and the 
infliction of such punishment in case 
ofany violation of this act: Provided, 
This act shall not apply to any nar- 


row gauge railroad hereafter char- | 


tered, or to the Spartanburg and 
Asheville Railroad, the Raburn Gap 
Short Line Railroad, the ‘Tennessee 
River Railroad, or the Georgia and 
North Carolina Railroad. 

See. 3. This act shall take effect 
from and after its ratification. 

Iu General Assembly read three 
times and ratified this 15th of March, 
1875. 


PASSAGEOF THE UNIVERSITY BILL 
IN THE House.—By reference to our 
report of yesterday (in this day’s is- 
sue) of the House proceedings, it will 
be seen that the Land Scrip bil, in 
favor of the University of North 
Carolina, passed that body, on its 
final reading, by a vote of 51 to 59, 
It will probably pass the Senate to- 
day or to-morrow. The University 
will receive $7,500 per annum by the 
provisions of this bill, and will be 
enabled thereby to get a pew lease of 
life so fondly hoped for. We congra- 
tulate the elated friends of the Uni- 
versity upon their victory, and in 
common, with every alumnus and 
well wisher of this time honored and 
distinguished institution may its 
career be in the future as it has been 
in the past, onward and upward. 


SEVERELY. BURNED.—We learn 
that a telegram was received in this 
city yesterday evening, which stated 
that Mr. Wm. R. Blake, engineer of 
the material train on the North Car- 
olina Railroad, was severely burned, 
thou@h not dangerously, on yostor 
day near Gibsonville. The cause of 
the aecident was pot given, but it 
was probly caused by an explosion 
of lis engine or the bursting of some 
of the flues. The Conductor of the 
Western bound mail train was in- 
structed to apprise Mrs. Blake, in 
this city, of the faet, which he did 
and that lady went to Gibsonville on 
that train, 


CHANGE OF ‘TIME OF HOLDING 
THESTATE ELECTIONS.—The Senate 
yesterday passed the bill changing 
the time of holding the State elections 
for 1876 from August to Noverober, 
the same time of holding the Presi- 
dential eleetion. Under a Congres- 
sional enactment ail the States are 
required to hold their Congressional 
election in November. [iis thought 
the bill will pass the House.

An Abominable Lie. 

_ The editor of the National Repub- 
lican evidently is unacquainted with 
the virtue of Washington’s little 
hatchet, if indeed he knows the 
meaning of the word truth. Here is 
another one of his slanderous false- 
hoods concerning the South that is 
too absurd to be believed even by that 
class of readers whom he seeks to in- 
fluence :

and men in organizations, under 
arms and very busily engaged in 
drilling throughout the South, is 
going the rounds of the press and at- 
tracts no little attention. It is based 
upon accurate calculationsand proves 
conclusively the truth of our fre- 
quent assertions thatithe rebel armies 
are rapidly re-organizing under their 
old officers. Ail that they require 
now is artillery and to bring to light 
their old battie-flags which they have 
hidden away with warm regard, as 
the emblems of a cause that has, in 
their opinion, merely suffered a tem- 
porary defeat. But they do not in- 
tend to unfurl them again in open 
defiance of the Government.

State governments 
are no more to be set up or upset 
at Executive will, and Administra- 
tion favorites no longer to be thrust 
into place, or defiance of all princi- 
ples of popular representation. 


We welcome to our list of ex- 
changes the Philadelphia Ziijes. 

It 
claims to be independent in politics, 
which means generally at the North 
opposition to the Administration— 
the reverse of what it is at the South 
—which is generally an inclination 
the other way. The editorial man- 
agement promises ability, and we 
find the correspondence most inter- 
esting. The whole paper bears cvi- 
dence of judgment and enterprise.

No such man, with all his fascina- 
tion of manner, and admitted abili- 
ties, will be suffered to lead a great 
party with the burden it has to car- 
ry. Men of more boldness and less 
pliability are needed. 


WE have the most abiding faith 
in the sober second thought of those 
Democrats in the House who have 
heretofore felt themselves arrayed 
against the call of Convention. We 
have respected their opposition as 
conscientious, not factious. But we 
believe that they will surrender pri- 
vate judgment to a great public in- 
terest, because they cannot consent 
to sacrifice this great measure by in- 
dividual independence. The time 
has come when they will show how 
much stronger the claims of a pub- 
lic duty are over those of private 
preferences. And therefore, we look 
to the results of to-day with a well 
grounded confidence. 


TO-DAY. 


The Convention bill comes up in 
the House to-day, and North Caro- 
lina “expects every man to do his 
duty.” The few gentlomen of the 
House, who have so far adhered to 
their own views, will, we trust, yield 
their judgmenis to that of the very 
large majority differing with them. 
They should be inclined to distrust 
the correctness of their own conclu- 
sions when they find themselves so 
nearly alone. It is saying a great 
deal to assume that they are supe- 
rior in wisdom, keener in sagacity, 
purer in patriotism, to all the large 
majority, who, to the public eye, 
have at least an equal claim to con- 
sideration. And it isa fearful res- 
ponsibility these few would take 
upon themselves to defeat the will 
of their party and thwart the last 
hope and opportunity of permanent 
relief. 

But we do not believe that any 
man will be wanting in his duty 
when the crisis comes. We think 


| Mae Norfolk Virginian says that 
an independent line of six steamers 
is about to be established between 
that port and Liverpool. We are 
glad to learn that the importance of 
her position is at length acknowl- 
edged. That oughtto have given her 
long ago the import business of the 
South Atlantic coast, and she ought 
to have shipped every bale of cotton 
that reaches her, direct to Europe. 
Norfolk has been a long time over- 
coming the indolent habits of for- 
mer years, and the energies of later 
times have found full employment 
in counteracting the effects of her 
former easy ways. But she is now 
ov the high road to prosperity, and 
we wish her every realization of her 
expectations. 


W. C. Wurreswes, one of the 
South Carolina Ku Klux, sentenced 
to five years in the Albany Peniten- 
tiary, has been pardoned. It would 
seem proper that when cool reason 
came to survey the proceedings of 
those days of high-handed oppres- 
sion and called to mind the ferocity 
of the prosecution, the unfairness 
of the Judges, and the urgency to 
the government of obtaining con- 
victions even against evidence, the 
covernment itself would feel anxious 
to efface the results of its compli- 
city in the injustice, and throw the 
doors wide open to the captive. 

Even if convicted rightly, enough 
was gained by the assertion of the 
powers of law. The day ought to 
have passed for punishment for po- 
litical offences. 


Tur Convention Bill as it came 
from the Senate to the House, where 
it comes up to-day, must be consid- 


carefully considered by the commit- 
tee, deliberately discussed in the 
Senate, and is as full of restrictions 
as is consistent with the freedom of 
action necessary to the formation of 
a suitable Constitution. Farther 
amerdments insisted on in the 
House may be fatal to it, for they 
must be reviewed by the Senate, 
and several members of that body 
have already gone home, thereby 
destroying the required majority of 
two-thirds. We hope no amend- 
ments will be offered to the bill. 
Let it be acted upon and passed 


exactly as it is. Amendments will 
be fatal clogs upon it. 


AN IMPORTANT BILL. 

The bill looking tothe dissolution 
of the Roanoke Navigation -Com- 
pany, which passed both Houses of 
the General Assembly, is toa large 
section of this State a measure of 
great consequence. 

This company was chartered 


about th vear 1812 with tha yx711_. 
pose of making not only the Roan- 


ake navigable, but also its most im- 
portant tributary, the Dan, and to 
make the franchises valuable, the 
charter of the company gave it per- 
petual control over both these rivers 
with exclusive rights of navigation, 
the right to levy toll, and the pow- 
er to restrain all other companies or 
persons from the use of the waters 
thereof for navigation or for manu- 
facturing purposes. More than 
sixty years have passed and s0 little 
has been done by this company to 
carry out the objects of its charter 
that it is practically in as bad a con- 
dition as when improvement was 
first undertaken, and far more use- 
less, because others are prevented 
from doing what the company itself 
will not do. The magnificent water 
power at Weldon which obtrudes 
its unused capacities upon the eye 
of wondering thousands, has vainly 
clamored to be put into use. Nota 
wheel isin motion where hundreds 
might be urging into action tens of 
thousands of spindles and looms to 
convert into fabrics of trade the raw 
material grown along the very banks 
of theriver. The upper waters of 
the Roanoake and the Dan, unem- 
ployed by this company, offer many 
stretches where navigation is so easy 
as to have invited private enterprise. 
But this company using nothing it- 
sdf and doing nothing, with a dog- 
in-the-manger policy, snaps at every 
intruder and crushes him in the 
machinery of the law—using the 
powers it posseses only for oppres- 
sion, or the selfish maintenance of 
iis unused rights. 

It is time the river or rivers were 
put to use, and the people along 
their banks relieved from their sub- 
jection to an inert corporation. 

The Attorney General is directed 
to bring action for the dissolution of 
thecompany. Before judgment for 
dissolution, a receiver may be ap- 
pointed. In the event of a decree 
of forfeiture and dissolution, the 
receiver shail sell all the property 
of the company at Weldon and be- 
tween Weldon andGaston. Hither

Now, 
with all respect for tho good old 
Commonwealih, the projectors of 


onr system of railroads did not have 


Virginia in their eye at all. They 
were looking at their own Siate, 
planning to build up their owa 
ports, and to make their own rail- 
roads subservient to the interests of 
North Carolina. It is they who 
now complain that their freights are 
“switched off at Greensboro” to go, 
not East, but North. If Virginia 
has cause for exultation, so much 
greater cause has North Carolina 
for indignation tnat interlopers have 
intruded into her affairs and inflic- 
ted the most deadly wound upon 
her she has ever received. Surely 
this great injury and indignity will 
not be quietly borne. While, as we 
have before said, we would be glad 
to see the Richmond and Danville 
raod connected with its other ter- 
minus at Charlotte, we are not will- 
ing to see it done at the expense of 
our welfare. The disrupture of our 
State is too momentous an erent 
not to excite the gravest considera- 
tiun. The severance of our railroad 
system involves too henvy a sacrifice 
of carefully considered views, and of 
investments of capital tomake their 
loss at all tolerable.
